P ortaoe, Wis., Oct SO.--The inquest on 
the charred remains of the victims of the 
railroad disaster at East Rio was to 
have 
been held Friday m truing, but ha t to 
be 
p ostp oned until next Wednesday on account 
of the alienee of several of the jurors, who 
wanted to be 
e x c u 
s e I, p leading “p olitical 
business.” 
M 
o s t of the officials of the St. 
Paul railway were p resent, and did not hesi­ 
tate to give utterance to their true state of 
feeling. 
Wells, the brakeman who did the careless 
work, is a man of about fifty years, and for 
more than twenty years has been in the em­ 
p loy of a southern Dakota road. 
A few 
weeks ago he was given a job on the St. Paul 
road. 
But little is known of his antecedents. 
The conductor, Hankey, about whose p revi­ 
ous conduct and record all the officials 
abound in p raise, was thought to be on the 
verge of insanity Thursday night; he rallied, 
however, and was able to be about Friday 
morning at Portage. 
He came to the dep ot 
with p ale face and firmly p ressed mouth. 
There he attemp ted to sp eak to several men 
cf his acquaintance, but they gave evasive 
answers and turned away from him. 
The 
p itiable man then wheeled around an 1 left 
the p latform weep ing and crying bitterly. 
He stoutly asserted again his innocence, and 
said: 
“After side-tracking 
my train I 
walked ahead and saw that the two switches 
east, which the limited had to p ass first, were 
set right. 
I knew Wells to be at the hind 
end of the train, and naturally sup p osed that 
he closed that switch. 
The limited wasn’t in 
sight yet. 
I walked back (the distance of the 
siding is about 1,600 feet) and stop p ed to talk 
to my engineer. 
We stood about 100 feet 
from Wells. The night was clear and still, 
and I called out to Wells: 
‘How about the 
switch T And p lainly and distinctly came 
back the answer: ‘All rig h t’ I know that I 
was resp onsible, and should have convinced 
myself p ersonally, but then I trusted to a 
tried and old railroad man.” 
This statement of the man would go a 
great ways were it not for the contradictory 
assertions of some of the trainmen of the 
“wild” freight and cattle buyer Perkins, 
from Chicago, who sat in the “wild” caboose. 
He says: “ We hadn’t been waiting very 
long on the sp ot when we saw the headlight 
of the limited loom up before us, and simul­ 
taneously we heard Wells cry, yea, almost 
shriek, ‘My God, Hankey, I’ve forgot to close 
the switch,’ and then the awful calamity 
took p lace.” Wells had not been found up 
to Friday night. Friday morning a rep ort 
reached Portage that he had been seen near 
Pardeeville, eleven miles 
north of Rio. 
Search was made, but it resulted in nothing. 
A shanty at Rio fiicloses what is left of the 
unfortunate victims. 
The remains, after 
being dug out during eight hours of p ersist­ 
ent toil, were wrap p ed in white linen and 
then p laced in two canvas bags. The coro­ 
ner, who is an old man, had no difficulty 
whatever in carrying them away. A p ile of 
ashes with the wire of a lady’s bustle on top 
of it indicated the sp ot where the sup p osed 
Mrs. Marr breathed her last. 
Several trains from Chicago and Milwau­ 
kee had to stop at Doylestown, five miles east 
of Rio, until the wreck had been cleared off, 
and their p assengers, women and children 
included, walked up to the scene of the dis­ 
aster and formed a continuous line of p ro­ 
cession. The 
surrounding 
country 
also 
largely contributed to the number of awe- 
stricken sp ectators who watched the clearing 
until darkness set in. 
Friday morning some

finally that tho board of regents of that 
Sfcuto is qu alified to 
confer all tho 
honorary degrees necessary . 


T h e Misses Bru ce, two maiden ladies 
who lately died in England, left by 
will 6 00,000 reals to the Secretary of 
State lor India in tru st for the fou nda­ 
tion and endowment of an institu tion 
at Calcu tta for the edu cation and main­

I assed throu gh a corn-sheller. 
When 
lie has fed the hens, and watered the 
cattle, and hu nted three* hou rs for a 
twenty -rent p ig, and chop p ed half a 
<m»1*11 of elm for the house, and carried 
fo rty bu ckets of water to the horses 
and shelled three bu shels of corn by 
bu nd, and shovelled a road throu gh 
ten feet of snow, and milked the cows, 
and cu rried the mu les, and doctored 
tho old mare again in tin* evening, lu 
ocs to bed to get u p again in tin 
morning four hou rs before day light, 
and commences the whole thing over 
again.

La w a s to Repa ir o f Ro a ds. 
It is the du ty of each town to grant 
and vote such su ms of money as art 
necessary for rep airing the p u blic way s 
within its borders. 
If it fails to do so, 
tho highway su rvey ors in their resp ective 
listricts may emp loy p ersons as di 
ected in the statu tes to rep air the 
roads, and the p ersons so emp loy ed 
may collect p ay for their labor of tin 
town. 
In order to make su ch rep airs, 
city and town au thorities may select 
and lay ou t land within their resp ective 
limits as gravel and clay p its, from 
which may be taken material necessary 
for the constru ction and rep airs of 
streets and way s. 
They may tu rn tin 
su rface drainage of the roads u p on tin 
land of the adjoining owners withou t 
liability . 
No highway su rvey or lias a 
right, withou t the written consent of 
tin* selectmen, to cau se a wator-cou rse 
occasioned bv the wash of the road to 
be so convey ed by the roadside as to 
incommode a house, a store, shop , or 
other bu ilding, or to obstru ct a p erson 
in the p rosecu tion of his business. 
Prop erly au thorized city or town officers 
may trim or lop oft' trees and bu shes 
standing in the p u blic wavs, or cu t 
down and remove su ch trees. 
It is so 
imp ortant that the p u blic way s be kep t 
free for travel that any p erson may 
take down and remove gates, rails, bars, 
or fences u p on or across highway s, u n­ 
less the same have been there p laced 
for the p u rp ose of p reventing the 
sp reading of a disease dangerou s to the 
p u blic health, or have been erected or 
continu ed by tin* license of the select 
men or cou nty commissioners. 
A high­ 
way su rvey or acting w ithin the scop e of 
his au thority may take u p and remove 
tin* soil within the limits of the p u blic 
way s for the p u rp ose of rep airing the 
same. 
He may carry it from one p art 
of the town to another. 
He lias a right 
to dep osit tin* soil thu s removed on his 
own land if that is the best way of 
cleaning the road of u seless material. 
Let no (me, however, who is not a high­ 
way su rvey or, or in his emp loy , imagine 
that he can rep air a road not on his 
ow n land with immunity . 
He thereby 
becomes a tresp asser and liable to 
damages, althou gh he does only what a 
highway su rvey or might p rop erly do. 
I he traveled p arts of all roads should 
be wide enough to allow of the ordinary 
shy ings and frights of horses with 
saiety , for shy ing is one of th« * natu ral 
habits of some animals, althou gh it lias 
heen decided in tin* cou rts that switch­ 
ing his tail over the reins is not a natu ral 
habit of tin* horse, and if a horse throws 
his tail over the reins, and thereby a 
defect in the road is ru n against, no 
¡¡image can be recovered.

The fame of Thackeray is steadily 
growing ami the p u blication for the 
first time of a really cheap edition of 
his w orks will be likely to ex tend his 
fame largely in England. 
Ap p rop os of 
this fact, a writer in tho Gen tlema n 's 
Ma y a tin e say s: 
Thackeray , in the fu llest, noblest 
sense of the word, was a hu morist; 
and, therefore, his p athos is as tru e as 
his wit is bright. 
His hu mor is so fine 
that he never descends to low' comedy 
or violates natu re for tho sake of comic 
or any other effect. 
He is wholly too 
great for p op u larity , esp ecially for that 
immediate reverberation of rep u tation 
which is won by some writers whoso 
claim to lasting fame is qu estionable. 
Thackeray ’s fame w ill be the slow', qu iet 
resu lt of recognition beginning with 
the cu ltu red and strengthened by criti­ 
cism. 
Da s Gleieh e ka n n n u r vo m 
Gleieh en erka n n t werd en . 
Su ch 
a 
title shou ld only be awarded after care­ 
ful consideration, bu t Thackeray may , 
I think, b<* ranked as the first of En­ 
glish novelists. 
All his p owers fou nd

which lie w isely selected and sedu lou sly 
followed. 
If George Eliot have some 
higher thou ght qu alities, those qu ali­ 
ties—esp ecially in her later works—lit? 
ou tside the range of the novel. Thack­ 
eray was a tru e social regenerator, and 
his keen satire, if sometimes bitter, is 
the resu lt of honest indignation against 
all that is u nworthy and is base. 
He 
teaches a nobler morality than that 
fou nd in the actu al ex isting 
social 
world. 
He p aints greatness and mean­ 
ness, and he « hows, too, how’, in the 
growth of a character acted u p on by ex ­ 
ternal circu mstances, worldliness may 
be elevated to nobleness, and nobleness 
may , u nder temp tation, sink to condu ct 
beneath its own ideal. 
His characters 
are as real as if they were actu ally liv­ 
ing and sp eaking among us. 
We see 
these figu res,we watch the p lay of their 
featu res, and hear the tones of their 
voices. 
He p aints from the inside ou t­ 
ward, and to ou r ken his men and w'o- 
men are su ch cry stal clocks that we see 
the inner works throu gh the transp ar­ 
ent faces. 
The fu llness of his sy m­ 
p athy with hu manity , the p rofu ndity of 
his know ledge of many -sided life, is ex ­ 
traordinary . 
If lu* stand by the p ort­ 
er’s lodge of She]» herd's Inn, he looks 
at the ou tside of the hou ses and sees 
all the life that is within. 
If luj take 
y ou with the Colonel and with Clive to 
Sir Brv,n New*come’s resp ectable man­ 
sion in the early morning, when the 
shu tters are ju st op ening to let in an­ 
other resp ectable « lav, he notes all the 
characteristic fu rnitu re, p ictu res, p late- 
tray s, jou rnals; he knows all abou t the 
domestics and the 
hou sehold. 
His 
sty le comp rises ex qu isite p lay fu lness, 
beau ty , banter, incisive 
descrip tion, 
p regnant narrative, and 
manly elo­ 
quence. 
HD were the clear intellect, 
the shap ing sp irit of imagination, the

are made inside the g arment, with a mere 
slit for the insertion of the hand. They 
are made from the roug h boucle cloths 
which are now so popular, and tho colors 
are brown in all the darker shades and 
navy -blue.

T he Eng lish newspapers announce 
that the

g ranted “ a native villag e in perpetuity ,” 
to Kishen Sing h, 
a native explorer, in 
recog nition of tho services ho has ren­ 
dered to g eog raphical science, by his 
survey s of the Thibet reg ion of Cen­ 
tral Asia, in the course of which he 
traveled 5 ,IKK) miles, mostly throug h 
wholly new country . 
One of the g roat difficulties which 
French and Eng lish wlieat-g rowers are 
to overcome is lack of sufficient stiff­ 
ness in the straw' of wheat. 
The 
varieties with stiff’ straw usually y ield 
an inferior g rain, whilo the liest g rows 
on stalks which are beaten down to the 
earth by an ordinary storm. The prob­ 
lem is now receiving much attention 
from scientific ag riculturists in Franco. 
T here has recently been such a pest 
of mosquitoes in the City of Mexico and 
its neig hborhood that a local medical 
society has investig ated tho practica­ 
bility of averting such insect invasions 
in the future. 
That society was in­ 
formed that children had been killed 
by mosquito bites, a statement which 
may w ell be doubted. 
This visitation 
is ascribed to tho presence of so many 
lakes and undrained marshes in 
the 
valley in which the Mexican capital is 
situated. 
Major General E. F. B urten , who 
has seen over forty y ea rs’ service ill 
India, g ives a curious description of a 
hornet whose nest is sometimes taken 
for a sunflower. 
“ The species—a larg e, 
brig ht y ellow insect, with a ferocious 
sting —constructs its nest, 
which is 
larg e, and of the size and shape of a 
g ood, big sunflower, on some strong 
projected twig of an everg reen lmsh, 
and w hen tho nest is completed the 
whole community dispose them selves 
in a reg ular circle on it, with all their 
heads to the center; thus they lookliko 
the spokes of a y ellow wheel, or like a 
sunflower. 
The pipes by which petroleum is 
transported from the oil reg ions to the 
seaboard, are cleansed by means of a 
stem two and a half feet long , having 
at its front end a diaphrag m made of 
wing s, which can fold on each other, 
and thus enable it to pass an obstruc­ 
tion it cannot remove. 
This machine 
carries a set of steel scrapers somewhat 
like those used in cleaning boilers. 
It 
is put into the pipes and propelled by 
the 
pressure 
transmitted 
from tlio 
pumps from one station to another. 
Delay s of men follow the scraper by tho 
noise it makes in its prog ress, one party 
taking up tho pursuit as the other is 
exhausted. 
They must not let it g et 
out of their hearing , for if it stops un­ 
noticed its location can only be estab­ 
lished by cutting the pipe.

Th ere are, o f co u rse, 
a few rules to 
be o bserv ed . 
It is n o t eleg an t to wear 
mo u rn in g u n d er th e fin g er n ails, to 
clean th em in p u blic, n o r to sco o p p eas 
in to th e mo u th with a k n ife. 
Neither 
is it p retty to co n v ey 
meat to tlio m o u th 
with th e lin g ers, n o r berries imp aled o n 
th e p o in t o f 
a to o th p ick . 
Bu t bey o n d 
th ese an d a fewr o th er trifles o f th e same 
so rt etiq u ette is merely n atu ral k in d ­ 
n ess put in to th o u g h tfu l actio n . 
And 
in co mp ariso n with th is th e en d less 
fo rms an d sh allo w man n erisms th a t 
so metimes p ass m u ster in g ood society 
are not worth a button.

COMMISSIONER ATKINS REPORTS EN­ 
COURAGING PROGRESS, 


And Adv ises Tha t the 
M ov ement He 
Kept Mov ing—Gossip About the Presi­ 
dent—Gen. Sherida n Puts a Milita ry 
Culprit in a Peculia r P osition—» ta n­ 
ning on Full Duty . 


W ashington 
City, Oct 30 —The annual 
rep ort of Gen. Atk ins, commissioner of In­ 
dian affairs, was submitted to the secretary 
of the interior Friday. At the outset the 
commissioner refers to and notes unmis­ 
tak able 
evidences of p rogress mode by

many Indian tribes during the p ast twelve 
months. 
The ex cellent temp er, subordina­ 
tion and general tranquility, which, with 
two or three ex c< p tions, has everywhere 
p revailed among the red men, is of itself a 
most ausp icious omen of p rogress. 
The active inquiry among many of the 
tribes for further k nowledge of the arts of 
agriculture; the growing desire to tak e lands 
in severalty; the urgent demand for agri­ 
cultural imp lements with modern imp rove­ 
ments; the largely increased acreage which 
the Indians have p ut to tillage, ex ceeding 
that of any p receding year; the unp rece­ 
dented increase in the number of Indian 
children who have been enrolled in the 
schools—these and many other facts fully 
establish the claim that during the p ast year 
the Indian race has tak en a firmer step and a 
grander stride in the great march toward 
civilization than ever before in tho same 
length of time. Another year’s ex p erience 
and p ractical trial of this “humanitarian 
and p eace system” only adds, the commis­ 
sioner says, cumulative testimony to the su­ 
p eriority of its methods of Indian civilization 
over any other ever yet tried. 
And all this 
p rogress has been made without corresp ond­ 
ing increase in ex p enditures. 
The commissioner devotes considerable 
sp ace to the study of the condition of the five 
civilized tribes, and the influence of their ex 
amp le up on the semi-civilized and savage 
tribes. He strongly recommends a division 
of all the lands in those nations, in severalty, 
equally among the p op ulation, so that mem 
bers of these tribes who now stand mutely 
by 
and 
see 
members 
of 
their 
own 
race 
occup y 
and 
cultivate 
their 
lands 
and 
p ock et 
the 
p roceeds 
may 
be p ut in actual p ossession of that which be­ 
longs to them. This reform he advises our 
red brothers In those territories to br^ng 
about themselves by p assing just laws for the 
division of lands in severalty, allotting to 
each member of the tribe his own birthright. 
He also urges them to change their p resent 
form of government, rep lacing it with a reg­ 
ularly organized territorial form of govern­ 
ment, to be admitted at somo future time as 
a state in the Union. There is, he savs, a 
rap idly growing sentiment in favor of such a 
change, and the sooner it becomes universal 
the better for all concerned. 
Commissioner Atk ins p resents a number 
of facts and suggestions in the way of argu­ 
ment against throwing op en Ak lahoma—sur­ 
rounded as it is by Indians on three sides—to 
white settlement. He urges tho p assage of 
the general allotment bill which p assed tho 
senate at the last session and was favorably 
rep orted to the house. As to Indian educa 
tion he urges a continuance of government 
sup p ort to all the different k inds of schools 
now in op eration. The commissioner rej>eats 
his recommendation of last year for an ap ­ 
p rop riation to enable him to tak e a census of 
the Indians, believing a 
11 *w census would 
show a decrease in the number of Indians 
below the number claimed throughout tho 
t he country, or at least at several of the 
agencies, and ultimately result in a groat 
saving in redundant rations now issued at 
these agencies.

Why the K nit Goods Men liefhse to Confer 
with K nights llalley a nd McGuire. 
Amsterdam, N. Y.,Oct 30.—The Anwtor- 
lun Knit Goods Manufacturing association 
Thursday evening sent the following letter to 
M< ssrs. Baflev and McGuire, of the ex ecutive 
board, Knights of Labor: 
Cur association desires me to state that 
tin y will adhere to the decision conveyed te 
you in their resolution of Oct fc6: 
“Resolved, That we, the members of the 
Knit Goods Manufacturers’ association of 
Amsterdam, are not inclined to treat witl 
any p ersons with regard to tho managemen* 
of our p rivate business interests, ex cep ting 
those who are identified with us as p artner» 
or emp loyes. 
We desire to ex p ress to you 
our p rs >nal regard and esteem, and wish 
in no sense to be understood as refusing to 
|H» rsnn illy meet you us individuals, but we 
can ste no good to come from any official 
meeting os an official action. 
Wo have here­ 
tofore made a contract with your colleague, 
Mr. T. B. Barry, which has from time 
to time been brok en, and in fact utterly dis­ 
regarded by local Knights of Labor. Wt 
ap p ealed in our ex tremity to your honorabl 
national chairman, Mr. Powderly, 
who, 
though dep recating the condition of things 
ex isting in our city, and condemning the 
action of our local assemblies and fully sus­

Adultera tion with lime is quite a s much 
to be drea ded a s with a lum, which la s 
heretofore receiv ed the most empha tic 
commenda tion from ev er food a na ly st, 
phy sicia n a nd chemist, for the rea son 
tha t, while a lum is proba bly pa rtia lly 
dissolv ed a nd pa ssed off in ga s by the 
hea t of ba king, it is impossible to destroy 
or cha nge the na ture of the lime in a ny 
degree, so tha t the entire a mount in tie 
ba king powder pa sses, with a ll its in­ 
jurious proprieties, into the stoma ch. 
When we sta te tha t the chemists ha v e 
found twelv e per cent., or one eighth of 
the entire weight of some sa mples of 
ba king powder a na ly zed, to be lime, the 
wickedness of the a dultera tion will be 
fully a ppa rent.
